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Tliis  simple  electrical  field  soldering  iron  is  very  useful  in  use 
on  telephone  work  and  other  light  soldering  work  that  is  often  necessary 
in  the  field. 

The  construction  of  the  outfit  is  very  simple  and  is  made  as  fol« 

lows: 


Carefully  dismantle  an  old  regular  dry  cell,  such  as  used  in  tele- 
phones, taking  care  that  the  clip  or  binding  post  is  not  damaged.  Con- 
nect a wire  to  this  post  and  mount  a large  clip  on  the  other  end  of  this 
wire,  large  enough  to  clip  onto  the  post  of  a car  storage  battery.  Sharpen 
the  carbon  electrod  like  a pencil.  Attach  two  more  large  clips  to  the  ends 
of  a second  wire,  one  end  being  then  clipped  to  the  negative  side  of  the 
car  battery  and  the  other  to  the  object  to  be  soldered.  All  that  is  neces- 
sary now  is  to  bring  the  carbon  electrode  in  contact  with  the  object  to  be 
soldered  and  an  arc  will  result  of  sufficient  heat  to  make  the  soldering 
job  very  easy. 

It  is  best  that  the  wires  be  made  plenty  long,  say  ten  or  twelve 
feet,  so  that  they  will  readily  reach  from  the  car  battery  to  the  object 
that  one  wishes  to  work  on.
